PRECEDEXT WILL XOT STAXI) 
The New York assembly by heavy ma- 


jorities bus voted to expell the Ihe So- 
cialists elected to that body. The assem- 
bly is tbe sole judge of the qualifications 
of its members and the expulsion there- 
fore is final. It will be necessary to hold 
elections fo fill the \acaneies. If Social- 
ists are again elected Hie same issue will 
present itself, and without doubt as Hie 
assembly now stands the result would be 
the same. If the case stands as a prece- 
dent no member of the Socialist party 
can sit in the New York assembly hence- 
forward. It is closed to that party. 


\Vc cannot belie\e that- this is the in- 


terpretation of representative govern- 
ment the founders of the republic had in 
mind when they wrote the constitution, 
nor do we belie\e it is the understanding 
of our political institutions held by the 
majority of people today. If it is. then 
Socialists have no right to sit in congress, 
no right to sit in our legislatures. More 
than that, to follow the reasoning ad- 
vanced by Col. Theodore Roosevelt in 
opposing the action of the New York as- 
sembly. Socialists should be disfran- 
chised and not permitted to vote. If they 
are not to be allowed to hold oilice they 
should not have the right to vote. To ex- 
tend one privilege and withhold the oth- 
er is inconsistent. 


\Ve believe Col. Roosevelt's attitude 


toward the question involved reflects the 
sober attitude of the country. He point- 
ed out that the Socialist members ex- 
pelled had committed no crime and were 
in fact charged with none. And, he con- 
tinued, "we lime established no case 
against the Socialist party." He held the 
record showed that during the war the 
Socialist party had committed no crime, 
while as for planning the overthrow of 
the government by force, "in no part of 
the record do I consider this to have been 
proved." He would convict no person 
on a mere "slate of mind," which we be- 
lieve is something no rational and un- 
prejudiced person would do. This is the 
real issue. The New York assembly is 
moving against a party and its members 
because of a "state of mind." 
Crimes 


have not been established. Violations 
of our laws or of Ihe constitution have 
not been proved. These men are barred 
from the assembly because the sentiment 
of that body abhors the tenets of the So- 
cialist party. The country at large also 
abhors the tenets of the parly, carried to 
the extremes to which they Irive been set 
up during and since the war. but so long 
as treason or crime is not committed, and 
resistance is not offered to the laws and 
the powers of our government, of what 
offense, other than moral, is it guilty? 


The New York assembly has been 


swept off its feel by patriotic zeal. It has 
let its intense love of country and ils im- 
patience with those who are un-Ameri- 
can in spirit lead it to extreme action 
which, to again quote Col. Roosevelt, is 
a "crime against representative govern- 
ment." II is guilty of an abuse of power 
never contemplated by the constitution 
of either Hie state of New York or the 
I'nited Slates. 
The reaction 
will be 


helpful it anything to the cause jt seeks 
to strike. As v\e have said pievionsly. 
the country will nol sustain it. The pre- 
cedent will not stand. We shall continue 
to preserve representative government in 
the 1'nitcd States. We shall confine our 
measures against those v\ho would over- 
throw if or undermine its institutions to 
legal processes and to the truly demo- 
cratic interpretation of the constitution. 
We shall not destroy or abridge political 
freedom until it descends to that license 
which actually attempts or conspires to 
destroy us. 


three instances where action by tbe legis- 
lature would have settled the matter. 
Delaware and Mississippi have rejected 
the amendment, while the governor of 
Connecticut refuses to call a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to make ratifica- 
tion possible. 


As tbe situation now stands it does nol 


look as though ratification would come 
in lime for Ihe women to participate in 
the presidential election, although a way 
may yet be found to overcome it. The 
women are entitled to vote. Tbe amend- 
ment will of course be ratified, but it 
should be in time to take care of the No- 
vember election. 
Tbe women should 


have a voice in the choice of the next 
president, and if they are prevented by 
the politics of either party that party 
will be held to account for the injustice 
and properly so.

The testimony which is being given be- 


fore Ihe senate committee investigating 
the navy's conduct of the war is not very 
flattering to Secretary Daniels. On top 
of the exhaustive criticisms advanced 
by Admiral Sims, which place the de- 
partment in anything bul a favorable 
light, comes the opinion of Admiral 
I'iske. retired, thai the navy was unpre- 
pared for war in 11)17 because of the 
"mental and temperamental character- 
istics of the man at its head, and of the 
policy he pursued as Ihe result of those 
characteristics." Admiral I'iske speci- 
fies in detail the reasons for Ibis conclu- 
sion and il must be admitted that they 
are deserving of consideration. He de- 
clares the navy department lacked any 
well prepared war plans ami that it wa's 
nol until almost the close of the war thai 
it established,an organization charged 
with Ihe duly of making plans. He says 
Mr. Daniels refused lo approve propos- 
als for the extension of the navy's aerial 
forces or to obtain sufficient personnel 
prior to the outbreak of the war. In a 
general way Admiral Fiske coincides 
with the opinions of Admiral Mayo who 
preceded him on the stand. 


Perhaps the most important part of 


Admiral Fiske's testimony was his 
opinion that the way to insure both naval 
efficiency and naval preparedness is for 
the public to insisl thai the man at the 
head of the navy "shall be imbued with 
the spirit of the navy, highly educated, 
open-minded and acquainted with the 
principles on which naval preparedness 
is based, and by following which prepar- 
edness can be secured." This is precisely 
in line with the suggestion we offered re- 
cently thai Ihe secretary of navy, instead 
of bc«ng a politician and a man selected 
from a calling which has absolutely no 
relation lo national defense, should be 
an authority upon this subject. Mr. 
Daniels possesses many good qualities. 
He has 
meant well, and the perfor- 


mances of the navy during the war were 
altogether remaikable considering the 
handicap under which il worked and the 
stale of ils organization. We somehow 
got through the conflict with high naval 
honors in spite of the fact that from a 
scientific standpoint we were not entitled 
lo. This undoubtedly was due largely to 
the genius of the American mind and the 
daring, courage and resourcefulness of 
our military men. If department policies, 
depailmcnl inaction or department in- 
decision slood in their way, they man- 
aged 
iti 
M>me way to extricate them- 


selves from their difficulties and lo meet 
the exigencies of every occasion. 


Nevertheless. Ihe indictment of Secre- 


tary Daniels" administration of the naval 
department demands serious (hough). (I 
is an indictment of our whole national 
policy 
w i t h 
reference lo Ihe navy and 


naval administration. 
We have always 


committed them into Ihe hands of politi- 
cians. 
We have loo oflen selected our 


department heads with reference lo 
ser- 


vice rendered

both (he armv and navy and maintain- 
ing our country's defense at
